Mrs. Colonel Waring, wife of Colonel 


Waring, New York's street commis- 
sioner, has demonstrated the fact that 
women cope successfully with intricate 
municipal problems. She has invented 
an iron hand track for the individual 
nee of the street sweepers. The inven- 
tion consists ot a two wheeled truck 
with comparatively large light wheels.

Who Was Killed in

A PHOTOGRAPH IS'RECEIVED 


By His Sister In This City Which Clears Up 


the Mystery. 
The Body Was Not 


Identified, But the Picture Makes 


Plain the Truth. 


Readers of this paper -will readily recall 


the death in Ohio lost spring of a man 
supposed to be Joseph F. Cunningham, 
and who, it was thought, had relatives in 
Adams or this city. 
Cunningham was 


killed at Beaoh City, O., while working 
on a railroad, and as he had no relatives 
in that part of the country the Epworth 
League of Beaoh City had the body em- 
balmed ai^l forwarded to this city. Mrs. 
John J. Croghan of 31 North Holden 
street supposed the body to be that of 
her brother, but when she viewed the" 
remains she did not identify thomand the 
body was buried. 


Afterwards Mrs. Croghan, fearing there 


might have been some mistake, she wrote 
to Mrs, Lillie Foster, wife of the station 
agent at Beach City, who replied and 
promised to do all she could to help clear 
up the painful mystery. Mrs. Croghan 
asked that a picture of Cunningham be 
procured if possible and forwarded to 
her, and a few days ago she recieved one 
which had been procured from some 
railroad man and forwarded by Mrs. W. 
H. Ave, wife of the conductor of the 
train on which Cunningham worked. 
When this picture came Mrs. Croghan 
^identified it positively as that of her 
brother, and so atflast the mystery which 
created so much interest at the time is 
solved. 


One reason why Mrs. Croghan did not 


identify her brother when she viewed 
the remains was that the face was some- 
what marred by the 
accident which 


caused his death, and another was that 
the face appeared too old for Cunning* 
ham, who was in his 23th year. Mrs. 
Croghan was also in a very nervous con- 
dition and probably did not observe al 
closely as she otherwise would have done. 
But the picture which has been received 
seta all doubt at rest. 


Mr. Cunningham loft North Adams six 


years ago, but visited his sister hero for a, 
short time three years ago. Another sis- 
ter, Mrs. Trabold, is living, but does not re- 
stfle in this city. 


The picture sent from Ohio was bor- 


ne \ved and must be returned, but Photoz- 
ragher Brown of the New York studio 
will make copies of it for Mrs. Croghan. 
Mr. Brown has taken much interest in the 
case from the beginnning and has done 
all in his power to help solve the mystery. 
He made a photograph of the dead man 
when the body came, and the generouo 
services he has rendered are fully appre- 
ciated.

DO NOT BEAR OUT THAT "REVIVAL 


OF BUSINESS." 
• 


Indications of Improvement Ar» Hard to 


Find—Operations In Sugar, Wool, Cot- 
ton ami Cheese Are Decidedly Reduced. 


JL Contradictory Report. 


The thirty-eighth annual report of 


the chamber of commerce of the state of 
New York for the year 189G-6 has just 
beeii issned. Its annual review naturally 
touches upon onr national finances. Aa 
the effect of the'syndicate national loan 
of February, 1895, the report states that 
"the revivulof,trade continued through- 
out the balance'of the year." This will, 
indeed, be news to maoy. 


The report is dated May 30. 1896. It 


says, "Notwithstanding the disturbed 
financial conditions which have so long 
prevailed there are many indications 
that trade and commerce are now grad- 
ually improving." Again: "Nothing 
can prevent our continued prosperity." 
We regret that the indications referred 
to "that trade and commerce are now 
gradually improving" were not enumer- 
ated, as we have failed to find any indi- 
cations of this gradual improvement 
«itlaer in the columns of Dun's Review, 
Bradstreet's, The Journal of Commerce 
and Commercial Bulletin, The Wall 
Street Daily News or any of th« trade 
journals that are on onr exchange list. 


Farther on in the report we notice a 


paragraph on the "extension of the ex- 
port trade" and efforts that are being 
made to bring this about. But there is 
not one word upon the desirability of 
contracting our import trade so that 
more of the woolen and cotton goods we 
consume, for instance, may be made in 
the United States and less of it be made 
abroad. Possibly it has not occurred to 
any laernbers of the chamber of com- 
merce that such a policy would give 
employment to more Americans, thug 
circulating more money in wages and 
helping to stimulate "our continued 
prosperity." Then the "many indica- 
tions that trade and commerce are now 
gradually improving" might attract the 
attention of Dun's Review, Bradstreet's, 
The Journal of Commerce and Commer- 
cial Bulletin, The Wall Street Daily 
News and the trade journals that we 
receive. We shall watch them carefully 
for all "indications" pointing out that 
"nothing can prevent our continued 
prosperity." When we find the "indica- 
tions," we shall be glad to let the cham- 
ber of commerce also know the "rea- 
sons. " We hardly expect to find them, 
however, during the current calendar 
year or until the restoration of the pol- 
icy of protection is assured. Meantime, 
bearing in mind that ' 'the revival of 
trade continued throughout the balance 
of the year 1885," let ns quote some of 
the "indications" given in the same 
annual report of the chamber of com- 
merce: 


"Although the available supply of 


Taw sugar in nearly all the important 
producing countries of the world has 
been large, in some instances the largest 
on record, the quantity consumed in 
this country during 1895 shows a con- 
siderable decrease as compared with 
1894. 


"The actual deliveries of coffee for 


consumption in the United States for 
the calendar year 1895 amounted to 
273,317 tons, a decrease of 889 tons, or 
8.20 per cent, as compared with the pre- 
Tious year. 


"The tea trade of 1895 proved a most 


disastrous one to tea men, large ship- 
ments from producing markets, poor 
quality, together with extremely low 
and nnremnnerativo prices, having been 
the prominent features that have mark- 
ed the course of trade both at home and 
abroad. 


"The shrinkage in volume of the 


cheese trade of New York, which has 
been so serious since 1893, has been car- 
ried still farther in 1805. An examina- 
tion of the table shows a most unsatis- 
factory year's trading both as to volume 
and values. The further reduction in 
receipts amount to nearly 20 per cent, 
while the reduction ia exports is shown 
to be nearly 38 per cent. The year's 
business, compared with that of 1892, 
gives rather n startling disclosure of the 
great shrinkage in this important in- 
dustry. Compared with that year, the 
decrease of receipts in 1895 is 87 per 
cent and of exports 66 per cent. 


"The volume of business in thebuttei 


trade for the year tinder review has 
been the largest since the enormous 
crops Of 1889 and 1890, but the average 
price of nearly all classes of butter has 
been below the record of any previous 
season. 


"Woolens suffered even more than 


most others owing to an open winter, 
and excessive stocks, and the limited 
purchasing power of consumers, which 
is always so noticeable in articles of 
clothing during hard times. On the 
whole, the year has been one of experi- 
ment and trial to the woolen industry 
owing to above causes—financial crisis 
and Venezuela message—and to the un- 
satisfactory result of ad valorem duties 
on foreign goods, the importation of 
which has greatly exceeded any previ- 
ous year.amonnting in value to$90,000, - 
000, or fully one-third of the total value 
of our home production. 


"In matter of price all branches of 


the cotton goods industry are not equal- 
ly well situated. Cotton has advanced 
materially since Feb. 1, hut some makes 
of goods have not; hence at the mo- 
ment there are mills which, if they had 
to buy the raw material at the present 
cost, would bo running at a loss." 


We think these are indications enough 


to show that there was need of editing 
before issuing the last annual report of 
the New York chamber of commerce. 
Vie commend 
thin suggestion to its 


many members, who are also actively 
associated with the American Protective 
Tariff league. When the main body of 
its report is so directly contradicted by 
subsequent reports, people mnst begin 
to lose confidence in the accuracy of 
all literature that IB disseminated by

" HOW "MELTONS" ARE MADE." 
8ritl*n "Woolen*" Shipped Here Wlthonl 


sai Onnce of Wool. 


BRADFORD, July 6, 1895. 


"Well, Ben. and how is trade?" Thil 


I stud by way of introduction to a man- 
ager in one of our shoddy factories just 
outside town, and I got theooafeaiional 
answer: "We're very busy indeed. In 
fact, we are thinking soberly of enlarg- 
ing our place, not being able to get 
goods out fast enough. I want to tell 
you how we make our meltons. Here is 
a blend of materials typical of all the 
lot; it's jest come off the machines— 
1,750 
pounds of mniigo, costing 1J£ 


pence per pound; 84 pounds white Texas 
cotton at vpehce per pound. This yarn, 
when mixed' together, is scribbled and 
spun to nine skeins weft yarn. We find 
that scribbling, spinning and weaving 
cost us 1 8hilliug^(35 cents) per yard 
per whartroa (6 pounds equal a whar- 
tron); so, then, a pound of yarn, when 
made of this shoddy, costs at the rate of 
6^ pence, or 18 cents, per pound in the 
cloth, which is indeed a marvel of 
ohenpiiess. For making these unions a 
Lancashire cotton yarn is used for 
the warp, which costs about 8s. 6d., 
and this nine ikelus shoddy weft 
is used for filling. For weaving these 
pieces, from 90 to 100 yards long, we 
pay the weaver 8 shilliniy (or $1.92). 
Our weavers earn from 10 shillings to 
13 shillings per week on on average. 
We find that when all other charges are 
added, such as mill expenses, dyeing 
and finishing (which I will give later), 
we lire able to produce a melton cloth 
weighing 11 to 12 ounces to the yard, 
60 inches wide, at the nominal figure of 
9% pence (19)ij cents) per yard." 
" Why, that is very cheap," I said.

how much profit do you reckon 


you have when you have sold a whole 
piece?" 


"We generally find that we get Is. 


9d. clear for every piece turned out, and 
that we consider a fair, respectable 
profit."

Of course there are better qualities, but 
when yon get up to a 24 cent dress mel- 
ton, 50 inches wide, it is considered 
here that1 yon are buying a good article, 
while Charles Soarth of Morley and 
Leeds is making such stuff at 6)<J penes 
(11 cents), 48 aud 50 inches wide. It 
this the stn!ff to keep out your blizzard!

The selectman, at the special meeting 


Friday evening, awarded the contract far 
building the new bridges on Center street 
and at the junction of Summer and 
Hooeao streets. The new Center street 
bridge ii to be made of steel principally. 
Three steel girders will be thrown across 
the stream at shoVt intervals, smaller onea 
will connect these thrre. 
The long 


girders will be four feet deep and the con- 
necting ones two feet deep, leaving the 
outside ones two feet higher than the 
others. 
Brick arches will be built 


between the small- iron beams and con- 
crete will cover the whole so as to make a 
solid road. An eight-foot sidewalk will 
be set off on each side of the bridge and 
the roadway will be forty feet wide. The 
bridge will run straight with the street, 
doing away with the sharp angle which 
now exists in the roadway. Its span will 
be forty-six feet. The bridge will be built 
in the company's shops and will be sent 
here in sections and then set up. The old 
bridge which now stands on Center street 
will be moved to Dean street by the 
builders of the new one 
The bridge; 


on Boosao and Summer streets 
is 


to be made of iron and planked over. It 
will cover about 300 feet of the stream and 
will have a span of twenty-one feet. The 
work cannot begin for about six weeks. 
As soon as the exact plans are received by 
the selectmen they will call for the bids 
for the stone work. The whole affair will 
be pushed rapidly and it will all be in 
shape inside of three months. 


There were ten companies had bids in 


for the work. The Berlin company, which 
was awarded the contract, bid as follows: 
Center street bridge, including moving of 
old bridge to Dean street, $3,081; Hoosac 
street bridge, $646; total, $4,627.

DEAD NUMBER FORTY-SEVEN. 
latmt X.M of TleMme ot the Atlantic City 


Railroad Dliaitar. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 1.—tip to 


this morning the death list resulting 
from the railroad collision of Thurs- 
day night numbered forty-seven people 
and there are forty-four lying in the 
hospital here more or less seriously 
hurt. Of the injured in the hospital 
several are expected to die. Besides 
tho^e seriously enough hurt to be in 
the hospital, a score or more of people 
were brnised and shaken up and went 
to cottages. The fearful shock of the 
collision is illustrated in the fact that 
of the forty-seven dead, forty-two were 
killed outright 
Of the dead, forty- 


two have been identified and the bod- 
ies of three women, one man and a 
boy are lying at the undertaker's shop 
awaiting claimants. 
The responsi- 


bility for the accident is hard to place 
at this time, but the burden of it seems 
to rest upon the dead engineer of the 
Reading train, Edward Farr, though 
his friends'assert that an official inves- 
tigation will clear his name,

WAR ON "SOCIAL CLUBS." 


One Flan of Evading tne New York Llquoo 


Law To Be Contested. 


Albany, Aug. 1. — Tha hundreds of 


so-called social clubs which hava been 
•naorporated with the secretary of 
utate since the Raines liquor tax law 
has beea in force will soon be exposed 
by an investigation to be conducted by 
the state excise department. These 
clubs are formed either to evade pay- 
ing a liquor tax or to enable saloon- 
teepers to sell on Sunday. From May 


to Aug. 
1, 1895, there were incor- 


porated only 176 clubs, while during 
;he same period this year the number 
of clubs incorporated aggregated 1,450. 
Some of these clubs, of course, are 
bona-flde organizations. Seven-eighths 
of them, however, were established 
with the sole purpose of endeavoring 
to get around the provisions of the 
ftaiaei law which prohibits Sunday 
selling by tha saloons. 
Nearly all of 


these clubs ara located in New York 
and Brooklyn, while about seventy&ve 
lave been Incorporated to operate in 
Buffalo, and a few in the other cities of 
he state. The name of not one promi- 
nent lawyer in New York or Brooklyn 
s attached to the incorporation papers 
of these clubs. State Excise Comtnis- 
ioner Lyman has had his inspectors 
coking into the operation of these 
lube. They find that many of them 
are in rooms over a saloon, having the 
saloonkeeper as president of the club, 
he bartender for secretary and the 
look-out" as the third incorporator. 
These clubs were organized for the sole 
nrrpose of enabling the saloonkeeper 
o sell liquor on Sunday, by removing 
portion of his stock of liquors from 
he saloon to the cluo room abova on 
iaturday night The clubs do busi- 
IBSS only on Sunday and during other 
irohiblted hours. As soon as all of the 
txty special agents are appointed, 
Jommissioner Lyman will institute a 
borough investigation of these clubs 
nd he is determined that they shall 
11 be weeded out and their promoters 
ca.lt with to the fullest extent of the 
aw,
